The nature of the charges is so 
enormous—the murder of ‘six mil-° 
lion human beings in the most brutal 
and horrible way—that even to 
associate an a person’s name 
with the crime is to arouse human 
disgust and anger against him. 

Whether or not Eichmann is 
found guilty—and this is‘entirely in 
the hands of the judges now— it is

In Thora Dan's holds is a drilling rig with 
all the necessary motors, pumps, bits and 
other equipment, weighing 300 tons, It was 
dismantled at Edrnonton, packaged and ship- 
ped east by yall for. loading aboard Thora 
Dan, along with 2,360 tons of supplies f6r 
the drilling crew. 

Assuming the ship makes her’ landfalt 
Saturday as scheduled, 16 days out of Quebec, 
City, the dizxily-cireling Aretic sun will wit- 
ness rare activity next week. ‘The crew will 
work round the clock to lighter the rig and 
supplies -onto the muddy shore of this nor- 
therly Northwest Passage where Lieut 
William Parry, RN, wintered 142 years ago

The Red Army Chorus wouldn't be tied up with 
red tape. 

In spite of attempts by a Canadian official to 
hinder we managed to interview some of 
iting Russians and they told us how much 

they liked Canadians. 

“They are so friendly, so happy,” said a stocky, clean- 
cut member of the chorus, speaking through Nicolai Tsvet- 
kov of the Russian Embassy in Ottawa. 

Mr, Tsvetkov came to the rescue when reporters were 
virtually cut off from the Russians by obstructive Cana- 
dian accompanying the show. : 

L. P. Hodson, retired immigration agent for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, was heralded by publicity men as 
“chief interpreter” and @ “brilliant linguist." 

He turned out to be the most uninterpretative inter- 
preter any reporter could remember. As the Red Army 
performers moved into the hotel lounge, Mr. Hodson 
waved preas and radio men aside,

He said the Russians were enchanted with Butchart's 
Gardens, which they visited en route to the hotel, but were 
surprised that the general public had to pay to go in. 

“In Russia such gardens belong to the people,” said a 
Russian singer, speaking through Mr. Tsvetkov. “They 
are most beautiful and so very well kept.” 

The Empress lounge was crowded with guests, visitors 
—and a few plainclothes men—when the Russians entered 
at 2.15 p.m.'and a little spontaneous applause was heard 
near the front entranee. 

“Everyone has been very kind.” said a Red Army 


bandsman. “In Vancouver we had a great audience and 
here it seems we have another. It ix so good to know Can- 
ada.” 


Bill Scott, Victoria's lighthouse philosopher, congratu- 

lated the Russians on “teaching” Canadians to sing God 
‘Save the Queen ‘and O Canada. Then he invited them to 
tea and crumpets in the famous Empress style. 

The Russians smiled and shook their heads. They had 
not then had lunch and wanted something more solid than 
crumpets. = 

Besides; they get crumpets at home. 
erumpet, T learned, is called “lepyawshka.” 

Mr. Tevetkov said the Russians were apxious to eat 
and drink Canadian. style. 

“They-do not want vodka,” he said. “They would 
rather have rye and scotch while in Canada—aiffl they are 
partial to Canadian wheat cakes.” 

In the Empress cocktail lounge, a group of Russians 
ordered champagne cocktails and pronounced them “Good 
—very good.” 


s Resemble North Siberia 


All were enamored of the Canadian Rockies and some 
likened them to northern Siberia. They said Siberia is 
very beautiful in places and too many people think of it 
in connection with salt mines: 

The Russian entertainers have all served in the active 
— Army but are paid according to their part in the 
show. 

“Most of them are what you call privates,” said Mr. 
Tsvetkov, “but a soloist gets more than a member of the 
chorus or a bandsman.” 

The Russians exchanged cigarettes with hotel guests 
and nodded and smiled without saying a word.

You never saw nor heard anything like it in your life 
before. 

Not, that is, if you were one of the 5.900 who Monday 
night packed the Memorial. Arena from ceiling to floor 
and door to door to greet and be greeted by the Red Army 
Chorus. 

From the first impact of their majestic tributes of 
O Canada and The Queen to their tear-producing finale 
of Auld Lang Syne they held what was one of the largest 
indoor audiences ever to congregate in ‘Victoria, fast to 
their collective seats, spellbound. 

And they left behind them a memory and vision that 
can only be described as imperishable—a legacy that age 
will not tarnish, failing eyesight wither nor tax collector 
fteal away. 
| There is nothing with which to compare the Red Army 
ensemble of singers, instrumentalists and dancers and to 
attempt to do so would be invidious. 

The human voice, as we all know, is a greater musi- 
cal instrument t man has been able to create by arti- 
fice and the more human voices you get together the 
more significant will be the music you produce. 

There were, by rough count, 90 voices in the chorus, 
but at times they sounded like a thousand, with over- 
whelming power and the precision of a. finely balanced 
machine.

The dancing was breath-taking — kaleidoscopic -in 
color, graphic in story-telling and unbelievably defiant of

To this observer, however, it was the response of 
audience to performers that made the night unforgettable. 
The reaction of the thousands was as instant as it was 
ardent and -generated an atmosphere of goodwill that 
could ‘almost be feit. 

The songs they sang tanged from stirring martial 
chorales to tender ballads of love and when they roared 
out Tipperary they were as English as -tea and kippers 

in Verdi's Ernani they might have been singing at La 
Scala and their Auld Lang Syne came right from Glasgow. 

Even to an uneducated ear the high quality of the 
musicianship was a tangible thing with soloists including 
tenors of high lyrical beauty, tenors robusto, baritones 
whose voices: seemed smooth and rich, as costly velvet 
made audible and bassos of the deepest profundity. 

‘The choral numbers were marked by crefcendos and 
diminuendos so beautifully graduated that it was almost 
possible to count the decibels-as they. rose and fell.

In spite of attempts by a Canadian official to 
hinder rters, we managed to interview some of 
the 185 visiting Russians and they told us how much 
they liked Canadians. 

“They are so friendly, so happy,” sald a stocky, clean- 
eut_member of the chorus, speaking through Nicolai Tsvet- 
kov of the Russian Embassy in Ottawa. 

Mr. Tsvbtkov came to the rescue when reporters were 
virtually cut off from the Russians by obstructive Cana- 
dian officials accompanying the show. 

L. P. Hodson, retired immigration agent for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, was heralded by publicity men as 
“chief interpreter” and a “brilliant linguist.” 

He turned out to be the most uninterpretative inter- 
preter any reporter could remember. As the Red Army 


performers moved into the hotel lounge, Mr. Hodson 
waved press and radio men aside 
“Please leave me alone,” he said. “I cannot talk to

FISHBOAT GOES DOWN : 
UNDER TOW IN STRAIT 


A 30-foot California gilinetter sank early this morn- 
ing in the choppy waters of Juan de Fuca Strait when 
towline broke.
